The members of the league 
agree that they will carry out tn 
full good faith any award that 
may be rendered, and that thoy 
will not resort to war against a 
member of the league which 
complies therewith. In the event 
of any failure to carry out such 
an award the council shall pro- 
pose what steps should be taken 
to give effect thereto. 


ARTICLE 14. 


The council shall formulate 
and submit to the members of 
the league for adoption plans for 
the establishment of a perma- 
nent court of international] jfus- 
tice. The court shall be com- 
petent to hear and determine 
any dispute of an international 
character which the parties 
thereto submit to {t. The court 
may also give an advisory opinion 
upon any dispute or question re- 
ferred to it by the council or by 
the assembly. 

ARTICLE 15. 

If there should arise between 
members of the league any dis- 
pute likely to lead to a rupture, 
which is not submitted to arbi- 
tration in aceordance with ar- 
ticle 138, the members of the 
leawzue agree that they will sub- 
mit the matter to the council 
Any party to the dispute may ef- 
fect such submission by giving 
notice of the existence of the 
dispute to the secretary-general, 
who will make all necessary ar- 
rangements for a full investiga- 
tion and consideration thereof. 

For this purpose the parties 
to the dispute will communi- 
cate to the secretary-general, as 
promptly as possible, statements 
of their case with all the rele- 
vant facts and papers, and the 
council may forthwith direct the 
publication thereof. 

The council shall endeavor to 
effect a settlement of the dis- 
pute, and if such efforts are 
successful, a statement shall be 
made public giving such facts 
and explanations regarding the 
dispute and the terms of settle- 
ment thereof as the council may 
deem appropriate. 

If the dispute is not thus set- 
tled, the council either unani- 
mously or by a majority vote, 
shall make and publish a report 
containing a statement of facts 
of the dispute and the recom- 
mendations which are deemed 
just and proper in regard there- 
to. 

Any member of the league 
represented on the council may 
maké public a statement of the 
facts of the dispute and of its 
conclusions rervarding the same. 

If a report by the council is 
unanjmously agreed to by the 
members thereof other than the 
representatives of one or more 
of the parties to the dispute, the 
members of league agree 
that they will not go to war with 
any party to the dispute which 
complies with the recommenda-

If the council fails to reach a 
report which unanimously

ARTICLE 16. 

Should any member of the 
league resort to war in disre- 
gard of its covenants under ar- 
ticle 12, 13 or 15, it shall ipso 
facto be deemed to have com- 
mitted an act of war against all 
other members of the league, 
which hereby undertake imme- 
diately to subject it to the sev- 
erance of all trade or financial

The members of the league 
agree, further, that they will 
mutually support one another in
